matical. 


But today most bosses seem to 


have lost the gift of tongue-lashing. 
They have found it cheaper, by 
and large, to hire a psychiatrist tu 
find out what is the .matter with 
a derelict employe than it is to 
bawl the fellow out themselves and 
end up explaining it all to the U. S. 


upreine Court. 
So many employes know their 
ights now that an employer isj 
esitant about pointing out their 
rongs. 
Therefore, it came as something 
f a surprise to me 
to get the 


ol lowing letter: 


"Dear Sir: 
"I have a problem. My 
boss 


have no idea of what is going to 
huppcn. He feels like a eat playing 
with a near-sighted mouse. 


As he tees off on your misde- 


meanors, don't make the mistake 
of listening to him. You already 
know more about what is wrong 
v/ith vour work than he does. Con- 
centrate on your acting. Let the 
smile fade from your face. Replace 
it with a look of amazement, then 
horror, then abject hopelessness. 


Don't make the mistake of argu- 


ing with him about your rights- He 
wouldn't bawl ypu out in the first 
place if he hadn't already consult- 
ed a couple of attorneys and tho 
National Labor Relations Board. 


And don't interrupt him. Egg him 


en. If he gets tired of denouncing 
the faults you have he knows about, 
toll him a few he hasn't discovered. 


As he launches out into a fresh 


tirade, lift your hanging head and 
let him see thc tears in your eyes. 
Let the tears fall on his desk,
